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Continuation of 2. NOTE: the applicant's amendment has changed the scope of the invention and as such requires further search and 
consideration. Furthermore, the applicant assertion that the examiner has misinterpreted the cited references is not persuasive. As note 
by the applicant, Kazarinov teaches that the FSR is chosen te be an integer multiple of the spectrum channel spacing. Given the broades 
reasonable interpretation, this interger multiple could be 1 . As such, the FSR would be equal to the channel spacing and be matched to 
the repetition rate as defined by the applicant in that each pulse repetition frequency of the input pulse train differs from the next highest 
and lowest frequency by an equal amount, e.g. the channel spacing The examiner considers the channel spacing of Kazarinov as being 
the same as the repetition rate of the claimed invention. 

Regarding the applicant assesment of Harvey, the examiner does not agree that the FP interferometer can not be considered an all-pass 
filter. The multiple offset beams in Harvey can but do not necessarily interfere with one another. As such the examiner maintains that FP 
interferometer of Harvey at the very least functions as an all-pass filter. Furthermore, Harvey's pulse rate of 2.5GHz is a regular repetition 
rate in that a signal is produced regularly at 2.5 billion times per second. 
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
